Let's not overlook the fact that exer- 
cises can seem very duH to a child, and 
that play is much more natural for 
him. And don't forget that one word 
of praise can offer a much greater 
stimulus than a severe scolding. 

When your child rebels against his 
music, as most children will at, one 
time or another, try kindness and iin- 
derstandmtr, and the solution will be 
found near at hand.
